New Subdivision Law Puts 
Obstacles in the Path 
Of Local Lot Divisions 


Legal Status 
of Library 
To Be Aired 

Library Board Member Ross 
Hickcox is to present the 
legal status of the Sierra 
Madre Libi*ary at the June 
8 meeting of the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

At a Tuesday afternoon 
meeting, the Board reports 
investigation of the Coun¬ 
ty Library system. This ac¬ 
tion follows Councilman 
Herman Barter's proposal at 
last Council meeting that 
investigation should be 
made of the County Library 
system as .a possible step 
toward economy and "o 
more satisfactory library 
service." 

Full information on work¬ 
ings of the County service 
was given in last week's 
NEWS. 


Gilbert projects on the objec¬ 
tions of neighbors who claim 
that the lots, which front oi. 
East AlegTia west of Canyon 
Dr., would lower the tone of the 
neighborhood because they 
would be too small. Said Dr. L. 
R. Johnston, 324 East Alegria: 
“Property on Alegria would be 
depreciated 50 per cent. . .

“A beautiful house!” retorted 
Mr. Suman. “The size of a 
house doesn’t determine its ar¬ 
tistic excellence.” 

Each of the Suman and Gil¬ 
bert lots, as proposed, would be 
approximately 70 by 100 feet. 
Plenty large enough, in the 
opinion of the owners, consider¬ 
ing the wooded and hilly ter¬ 
rain.

W. Vannier. “This is not our 
idea,” he .said, “but the neigh¬ 
bors’. . . Work out something 
satisfactory to the neighbors 
before you come back to the 
Commission.” 

Deciared Mr. Suman warmly 
as ho departed: “I am not ac¬ 
customed to consulting my 
neighbors on either my artistic 
or business plans. I’m afraid 
I’ll see you in court first.” The 
court reference, he later, ex¬ 
plained to the NEWS, was a 
figurative expression of discon¬ 
tent with the proceedings and 
not a threat of legal action. 

Mr. Klose* got nowhere with 
the Commission, who once be¬ 
fore had refused to let him put 
50-toot frontages on houses in 
the block bounded by Baldwin, 
Auburn, Alegria and Olive, an 
R1 (single family residence) 
zone. The ordinance provides 
60-foot frontages but authorized 
variance by the Commission, 
subject to the welfare of the 
neighborhood. Klose and Snow¬ 
den said their houses would 
improve the character of the 
neighborhood, a character they 
suggested wa.s not exceptional 
anyway. The Commission dis¬ 
agreed. 

Mr. Klose and Herman Barter, 
City Council representative on 
the Commission, clashed when 
Mr. Barter, noting the proposed 
houses would front on Olive St. 
but have their garages open on 
Alegria, asked: “Arc you pro¬ 
posing to use Alegria as an 
alley?” 

Hotly denying the implica¬ 
tion, Mr. Klo.se said he v/as fol¬ 
lowing a pattern already es¬ 
tablished by other houses in 
the block, and that anyway the

The best-laid real estate plans 
of Ihree Sierra Madreans have 
been struck a sharp blow by 
I he city’s six-month-old subdi¬ 
vision ordinance, wielded stout¬ 
ly by the Planning Commission. 
The discomfited planners are 
Otto Klo.se, realtor, who asked 
permission to build houses with 
frontages 10 feet shorter than 
the minimum required by the 
ordinance; A. L. Suman, local 
pottery manufacturer, who 
would like to divide part of his 
Sturtevant Dr. estate into build¬ 
ing plots; and Mr. Sitman’s 
nephew, Robert C. Gilbert, who 
f)wns land adjacent to his 
uncle’s and has similar plans 
for it. 

'rhe Commifision, convening 
last Thursday night at the City 
Hall for its regular monthly 
meeting, gave Klose and his as¬ 
sociate, John W. Snowden o 
flat “no,” Gilbert was turned 
down on a motion by a vote of 
four to one. Two members re¬ 
fused to vole either way, say¬ 
ing they lacked sufficient in¬ 
formation. Suman, noting Gil¬ 
bert’s fate, did not formally file 
an application, but his plan 
was di.scussed and sharply 
criticized.

No reasons for bis 
decision were given in the let¬ 
ter, nor in an accompanying 
communication signed by his 
attorney, Noren Eaton.

The workshop not only will 
give teachers an opportunity to 
work with children under the 
direction of supervisors, but it 
will give 100 Sierra Madre chil¬ 
dren in all elementary grades 
a chance for specialized sum¬ 
mer school training during that 
period. 

County Superintendent of 
Schools C. C. Tiillingham chose 
Sierra Madre and the Lincoln 
School of the Paramount School 
District lor the expanded work¬ 
shop program because of the 
co-operative attitude of local 
school officials ond the facili¬ 
ties available. 

The program will give teach¬ 
ers a chance to prepare instruc¬ 
tional materials and techniques 
lor their own classes which be¬ 
gin in September. 

The teacher-training iiislitu- 
lions in the area, including 


eight univ(>rsities, have agreed 
to grant lour units of credit for 
participation in the workshops 
tow-ard a regular credential or 
toward a Bachelor’s Degree. 

'rhe program of the work¬ 
shops has been designed for 
Ijrimary, intermediate and up¬ 
per-grade teachers. Practice in 
the teaching of the fundamen¬ 
tal subjects of the elementary 
grades, plus .some of the spe¬ 
cialized fields, such as art, mu¬ 
sic, science, physical education 
and kindergarten, will be 
stressed. 

Teachers holding emergoncy 
credentials are especially in¬ 
vited to investigate the work¬ 
shop program as a means of 
bringing their training up to 
tlie standard set by the State 
of California. 

'riie workshop will convene 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. during 
five flays of each week. 

Skull said that so far 85 chil¬ 
dren are registered for the sum¬ 
mer sessions. Registration is 
limited to 100 children.

You waited your turn and 
took your chances at church¬ 
going in early Sierra Madre, 
according to recollections of 
Miss Lydia Webster which are 
gathered in the archive.? of the 
Historical Society. 

"The first services” she re- 
calLs, "wore in Hk' little rough 
hoard, white-w a s li e d school 
liousc among some live oak.s 
clo.se to tlie roadfiide. 

"The S u n d a y s were alter¬ 
nately divided between tlio 
Methodisls a n d Hie Baptists, 
except when a fifth Sunday 
happened in the month, then 
the ’Episeopals’ were allowed 
to squeeze in a .service.” 

At IcngHi the Epi.scopalians 
determined to erect their own 
church and gave the contract 
for liuilding on the land at 
Laurel and Baldwin to a Pasa¬ 
dena archilect. The building 
was put up and many handsome 
donations added for the first 
services February 15, 1886. 

CHURCH COLLAPSE 

Alas, on the night of Oc¬ 
tober 10, 1887, a wind blew. 
Even now, 61 years later, there 
is disagreement on the inten¬ 
sity of that elemental move¬ 
ment of air—but the net result 
was the flattening of the 
church. 

"It was utterly destroyed,’’ 
says Miss Webster, “The col- 
lap.se was due to faully con- 
struclion as well as the wind. 


Senator, was at Hie Itead of our 
slate government and knowing 
the State Board of Control did 
at limes invest in municipal 
and other govf'rnment bonds, 
Hewett was .sent witli the writer 
to Sacramento to interview the 
governor in our behalf.

Commission was being asked to 
determine the size of the lots, 
and nothing else. 

On a more tranquil note, the 
Commission heeded tlie ancient 
plea. “Woodman, spare that 
tree!” The palms on East Sierra 
Madre Blvd., whose falling 
fronds allegedly damage the 
Bassett and Washburn Nursery, 
will be kept pruned but they 
will not be removed as pre¬ 
viously proposed, decreed the 
Commission.

The Sierra Madre Tract originally was laid out in 20 and 40 
acre lots and early settlers engaged in fruit-raising, including 
grapes, apricots, prunes, peaches, walnuts, figs and citrus fruits. 
For twenty years these agricultural pursuits thrived on the 
sunny slope. 

In 190G. tlie first i’aeific Elec¬ 
tric car rumbled llirough liic 
.streets, tiiiiiging lio.ssibililies of 
more population and a need for 
oiganizitig into a cily. 

On October 27, 19011, a meet¬ 
ing of Hie Improvemeiil Asso¬ 
ciation was called for Hie pur¬ 
pose of general discu.ssion of 
Incorporating. Jolin George Blu- 
mer aq^t H. D. Hichards made 
strong arguments supporting 
.such a movement. A petition to 
Hie Los Angides County Board 
of iitiporvisors. asking for in- 
corpoiaiioii, wa.s signed by <11 
of those present. 

Additional signatures bring¬ 
ing the number up to the re- 
ipiired iiumlii'r liy law (leu per 
cent of tlic minimum popula¬ 
tion ol .900) were promplly .se¬ 
cured and tlie iiece.ssary steps 
were taken. 

Late in .laniiary, 1907, at a 
eilizeiis' meeting, nominations 
were made for city officers to 
be voted upon in February.

"The first thing Mr. Carter 
did was to provide water. They 
brought it from a deep well and 
a tunnel in the canyon. That 
water served the acreage be¬ 
low us, but we were too high 
here and Mr. Carter built his 
own reservoir and brought us a 
private water supply. 

“The water,” said Artlnir. "as¬ 
sured the future of this .section. 
My father decided to bring 
people here to cultivate the 
land. He subdivided it into for- 
ty'-acre lots witii Baldwin ave¬ 
nue as the dividing line. People 
began to come in here then, 
and my father made frequent 
trip.s East to bring others out. 

"Father built the first school 
house.

In lh(' spring of 1889 Harvard 
College estatrli.slied Ihe first ob¬ 
servatory and lelescope on Ml. 
Wils(jn anrl the frail was wid¬ 
ened in places lo facilitate the 
tr.'insporlation of heavy cast- 
i.igs and other large pieces of 
eriuipment. 

Th(' first buildings along the 
trail were at the Half Way 
House. These were built by Don 
Benilo during the construction 
of the trail in 18(11 and consisl- 
ed of a cabin, stable and black- 
Mnllh shop. The properly later 
was homesteaded by Cleorge 
Islip .and George Aiken who 
lilanted the orchards of cher¬ 
ries, plums and chestnuts, some 
of wiiieh still remain. 

The old C^uarler Way Hou.se. 
vine and three-quarters miles 
from Sierra Madre, was built by 
Emile Denlsch in 188.8 and u.sed 
by Ihe family for years. 

FIRST RESORT 

Prior lo the locating of the 
oliservatory, A. G. Strain had 
homesteaded there and in Ihe 
spring and summer of 1889 had 
opened Strain’s Camp. 

The first lumber and build¬ 
ing material u.sed in tile con- 
struelion of the Mount Wil.son 
Hotel was packed u|) Ihe trail 
by William M. Sturtevant who 
c.iine from Colorado with a 
siring of 2.'1 burros which had 
been u.s('d for packing ore from 
Ihe mines Ihi're.

The Sierra Madte School District formerly was a part of the 
Santa Anita District which included the Chapman ranch. La- 
manda Park district, the Villa and the Arcadia and Monrovia 
districts—a large territory. 

In 1830 the school house was situated on Baldwin's ranch, south 
of the SantH Fo tracks. A col¬ 
ored man, J. R. Lattimer, was 
clerk of the board and his rec¬ 
ords, though crude, are inter¬ 
esting. 

In Ihe summer of 1882, .soon 
after N. C. Carter .secured the 
.Si('n;i Madr(' Tract, hi' erected 
a .sntall .school hou.se on Ihe 
corner of Hermosa tind Live 
Oak.

On Seiit. 13, 1884, a mect- 
ias of the electors was held at 
the school house to vole for a 
new site and .schoolhou.se. 
Bonds wore voted to Ihe extent 
of S3000 for two acres of ground 
at the norihv\-est corner of Bald¬ 
win and Ci'iilrtil. offeri'd by Mr. 
Carter. 

A building of two rooms with 
a large door between, wliicli 
i-ould be lifted, was built. Later 
a third room was addt'd. A shed
